The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims are drawn to 
process of preparation of clopidogrel hydrogensulfate. The instant method differs from the method known 
in the prior art in that in the instant case non-protic solvents are used as solvents allowing for the use of 
smaller amounts of anti-solvents. The instantly claimed process of preparation consistently provides for 
this stable amorphous form of clopidogrel hydrogensulfate in higher yield, in consistent manner compared 
to the prior art method of Lifshitz-Liron et al. (WO 03/051362 A2).
